Kansas City, July 27.—Charles Sav 
age, a negro, was arrested here yester 
day, charged 
with 
stealing a 
mail I 
pouch in the Kansas City Union sta­ 
tion June 6, containing $5'U>00, being 
sent from Iwjs Augides to a New York 
City bank. 
The postoffice inspectors assert that 
they have positive evidence agaiust 
Savage, and declare their b lief that 
he has buried the money, intending to 
recover it 
after 
his 
release 
from 
prison. 
Savage was taken into custody a 
few hours after lie returned to tbe j 
city. 
He had, since the robbery, vis­ 
ited several western cities, including 
Denver, 
in his pocket the inspectors 
found a clipping from a Denver news­ 
paper, giving the story of a robber 
who had stolen a large sum of money 
and buried it. 
The man had been sent to the peni­ 
tentiary for a number of years and, 
in the story, he figured out that by 
serving a certain number of years he 
would upon his release have earned 
$00,000 a year 
Upon this the inspec­ 
tors base their beli *f that Savag 
has 
concealed the stolen money, hoping to 
regain it when finally ire is given his 
t reed'om. 
A few days following the Kansas 
City robbery, Savag ■ was arrested by 
the local police. 
He paid a lawyer 
$200 to defend him and lie was re­ 
leased. the judge holding that there 
was not sufficient evidence on wliic h 
to hold the man. Savage immediately 
left the city and since then evidently 
lias traveled extensively. 
The postofflee inspectors had infor­ 
mation tiiat Savage would return here, 
and w hen he appeared at a negro lodg­ 
ing they arrested him. 
Savage sur­ 
rendered without a struggle and was 
taken to the postofflee building. There 
he was put under a severe examina­ 
tion. 
Aside from admitting that 'no 
had served a sentence on MacNeil’» 
island for a mail pouch robbery, the 
prisoner would' tell but little about 
himself. 
The robbery of the pouch June 
was bold in the extreme. Savage evi­ 
dently knew that it was being sent 
icross tin* country and is supposed to 
have known tli<* exact time it would 
reach here. The pouch was stolen an 
hour after its arrival in Kansas City. 
It had been thrown from the train 
upon which it arrived to a truck and 
moved a few yards away to a tempor 
ary building used by the post office us 
an annex in place of one that had been 
burned.

The pos'master general bag just issued an order which, in effect, 
compete the publishers of papers to stop a subscriber’s paper, when 
the time for which it was paid has expired. 
Heretofore most pub­ 
lishers have continued to send the paper after the expiration of the 
time paid for. unless expressly ordered not to do so by the subscriber, 
an,l if the subscriber accepted it from the postofflee he wa3 held liable 
for payment, as his acceptance of delivery w.13 considered as an im- 
Pwed agreement to take it. 


Ln ler the new ruling the postmaster is not allowed to deliver 
papers to subscribers by mall, who have not expressly ordered their 
Papers renewed, and the date printed upon the address label, must 
show that the subscriber is not in arrears, or the paper will not be 
deliv ered, unless the publisher affixes a one cent stamp to each de­ 
linquent opy. 


The order went into effect on January 1, 1908, and we urge All 
*ho are now in arrears to remit as soon as possible.

This is strikingly shown hy the pro­ 
visions of th e charters granted by the 
state of Massachusetts to three of the 
tirst railroads in this country, o rgan­ 
ized respectively in I s -.) and 1830— 
th at the rates of fare and freight, the 
construction of the roads, the lorm ot 
cars “and all other m atters and things 
In relation to the use" of the roads 
should be wholly within the discretion 
of the directors. 
A t the close of Is-'»') 
the 
total 
railroad 
mileage 
ot 
the 
United States was only twenty-three, 
and the public 
w as 
and 
for many 
years continued to he interested in the 
establishm ent 
and development am’ 
not in the regulation and control of 
railroads. 
And so it was with reference to the 
electric telegraph 
The tirst line w as 
built between Baltimore and AN ashing 
ton lu 1814. and, if my memory is not 
at fault, congress voted the inventor a 
large sum in recognition of his con­ 
tribution to the public welfare. 
So also when the street railw ay w as in­ 
troduced in 1852 and its successor, the 
electric railway, about IhSb, and when 
the telephone and electric light both 
made their first appearance in com­ 
mercial use in 187« the comm unities 
which they were established to servo 
w ere clamorous for their introduction 
and were not m uch if a t all concerned 
about their regulation. 
But In nil these cases w hat was at 
first a wonder or a novelty soon be 
came a commonplace adjunct to daily 
life. 
T he public aw akened to the fact 
that these Utilities liul not tieen est.it> 
lished for purely eleemosyn iry pur 
poses—that, in the expressive language 
of the day. their owners were "not iu 
business for their health.

While insist mg th at ordinarily u cor­ 
poration ¡s entitled to some pro tit upon 
its enterprise, the court has not as yet 
umicrtakcu to say w h at th at profit

*21)1, llHCo, that the rates of a w ater 
company may be lawfully reduced by 
legislative action to a point where ih* 
business will yield only « p e rc e n t upon 
the fair value of the investment 
It seems natural and appropriate to 
i suggest at this point th a t one of the 
most im portant functions of the newly 
created publie service commissions of 
the state of New York may be to 
determine, iu the tirst iustauco, what 
a reasonable return is upon capital 
invested in the public service corpora­ 
tions which are

vision and control, and it is at least 
reasonable to indulge the hope that

Eliot of

cently said: 
"In su h enterprises there are often

*

lienee men will 
not undertake them f< r the ordinary 
return 
on 
safe investments. 
They 
must be induced to venture their capi- 


tal and their capacity by a prospect of 
unusual returns.” 
So fa r as I know public service cor­ 
o n a tio n s other than steam railroads 
have in but rare instances been made 
the subject of state regulation or con­ 
trol by special tribunals created for 
the purpose. 
They 
have ordinarily 
lx‘<*n left at the mercy «)f state legis­ 
latures <>r, worse yet, of the various 
municipal authorities w here they oper­ 
ate. They have thus been forced more 
or b^ss into state and local politics, .a 
course justified, if at all, by the dic­ 
tates of "the first law of nature" — 
th at of self defeus»*. 
B ut in 1804 the 
state »>f M assachusetts entered upon a 
more enlightened experim ent in public 
regulation and control of quasi public 
enterprises, an d since that 
tim e the 
capitalization, <lebt, rates, service and 
general conduct of th<* public service 
corporations 
of 
M assachusetts 
have 
been within the control and regulation 
of public bodies created for the pur­ 
pose. 
The one primal defect In the law s of 
M assachusetts r»*gulating ami limiting 
the stock and bond issues of its pub- 
li ■ service corporations, an error which 
ought to !>** avoided in tin* adm inistra­ 
tion of the law in New York, lies in 
the failure to discrim inate betw een 
new enterprises or hazardous exten­ 
sions of ol 1 enterprises on the one 
hand and well established industries 
on the other. 
A dm itting th a t the se­ 
curities of the la tte r can properly be 
limited to am ounts sufficient only to 
cover the reasonable expense of ordi 
nary additions to p lan t and the returns 
upon them to the going rates of inter­ 
est or protit legitim ate In established 
businesses of like character, the rea­ 
sonableness 
of 
the 
rule 
disappears 
when applied to extensions of unusual 
ch aracter or into fields of doubtful 
profit, and particularly to cases of in­ 
cursions by new enterprises into hith­ 
erto unexploited fields. 
T he pioneer who first dares to ex 
plore hitherto unexploited territory or 
the investor who Is willing to increase 
the usefulness of his enterprise by 
extending it Into channels of doubtful 
profit should not be treated in the m at­ 
ter of initial securities or th e returns 
upon them w ith the sam e strictness 
as tli»* conservative investor in an os 
tablisked business. 
To quote Presi 
den t Eliot again: 
“T here is much t»^ be said <>n behalf 
of the proposition that there shall Ix 
no w ater in the stock of public servi 
corporations, yet if this principle had 
been applied to «all street railw ay ami 
lighting companies during 
the past 
thirty-five years the public would have 
w aited long for facilities which they 
have greatly enjoyed and profited by 
T he great authority of the suprerm 
court of the U nited States, as express-
